ing, is composed of one hundred negroes and 
twenty-five white men. Without exception 
the whites are government eniployes. It is 
admitted that tre colored members are more 
respectable than their white associates. As 
soon as the convention was called to order 
by E. W. M. Mackey, the frauculent con- 
gressman who lately deprived Dibble of his 
seat, 2 violent contest ensued over the tem po- 
rary chairmanship Two candidates were in 
the field, Sam Lee, colored, and Robt. Smalls 
who ousted Mr. Tillman. Many important 
issues were involved in this contes:. It 
would virtually decide the fate of E. W. M. 
Mackey and Sam Lee, both of whom are 
fighting vigorously for the congressional nom- 
ination in the seventh or black district. Lee 
was successful. Mackey, not discomfitted by 
this peliminary defeat, endeavored to retrieve 
himself by packing the committee on creden- 
tials. In this, too, he was unsuccessful. For 
six hours the convention = discussed 
the report ol the comilnittee on 
credentials, . A sceneof the wildest confusion 
prevails. Noisy disputes, unparliamentary 
altercation were rife, and the presiding officer 
was powerless to maintain order. The hall 
Was converted into a pandemoneum. Crimi- 
nation and recrimination were heard on all 
sides. The meeting several times came near 
breaking up in a free fight. Many of the 
more respectable weimbers leftthe convention 
in disgust and repaired to acircus, which was 
performing i in an adjacent Jot. The presence 
of reporters being objected to, the convention 
went into secret session. During the after- 
noon session scenes of the most disgraceful 
character were witnessed. Noisy altercations 
and unparliamentary disputes were rife. 
There was a perfect pandemoneum. Several 
times the meeting came near breaking tp in 
a row.

Spreading With Increased Rapidity tun Pensaco 
The Situation in Brownsville. 

W asHINGTon, September 12.—A telegram to 
the national board of health from Pensacola, 
Fia., September 11th, 10 p.m., says there are 
twenty new cases to-day and three deaths. 
The diseuse is spreading rapidly and the 
weather is propitious for a large increase. 
The national board of health to-day acted on 
a requisition for aid made by the Pensacola 


‘ board of health, and votei to allow one hun- 


(red dollars per day for nurses and eighteen 
dollars aud seventy-five cents per day for in- 
spector-. As soon as the yellow fever was 
declared epidemic’ in Pensacola the sur- 
geon general of the marine hosDital service 
telegraphed to the governor of Florida asking 
if it was desired that the treasury department 
should make acordon. This was done with 
sole reference to preventing a spread of the 
disease. No answer has been received and it 
is feared that if the request 1s made it will be 
too lateto do any good. It is stated that all 
the towns in Florida and Alabama are quar- 
antining against Pensacola, that is, they allow 
no persons to enter the towns from Pensacola, 

but they are not prevented from going around 
the towns and passing into the interior. In 
the opinion of those best qualified to judge 
this is the best manner of = spreading 
the disease. The Texas health officer reports 
that no yellow fever exists in that state outs 
side of the lower cordon, and he suggests that 
the upper cordon, froin Laredo to Corpus 
Christi, be abandoned. ‘iis will probably be 
done ina few days and the inner cordon 
strengthened. Surgeon-General Hamilton 
to-night received the following: ‘‘Brown

The detectives then opened fire, killing one of 
the robbers and capturing the other. The train 
was then backed to Vinta, and the wounded 
conductor, who was dangerously hurt, was 
taken on board.

well before arriving at this canclusion, and 
those who voted for acyutttal used the most 
subtle arguments in support of their decision 
and would not yield. 
DICKSON'S WHITEWASHING PLEA. 
Foreman Dickson, to-day made _ public 

another more detailed and circumstantial ac- 
count of the atte tipt at bribing himself and 
other members of the jury, ‘He relates that 
on August 25d, he was approached by Henry 
A. Bowen, W ith an offer of $25,000 to secure 
the conviction of Brady and Dorsey. Bowen 
produced a commission appointing him #pe- 
cial agent of the department of justice, and 
endeavored to bring about an interview  be- 
ay Dickson and  Attorney-~jeneral 
B ster. On the second occasion 
when Bowen sought Dickson, he was 
accompanied by Brewster Cameron, another 
special agent at the department of justice. 
Wickson gave in detail the reasons which led 
the department of justice to seek a conviction 
in this manner, the principal one being that 
it tad become a political necessity.. Dickson 
says he did not believe these men were acting 
under the authority or could have paidethe 
amount offered, but he takes pains to set out 
ina manuver which partakes much more of 
argument than ut statement of 
fact, the reasons why Bowen and 
Cameron probably were inspired by govern- 
ment officers. His statement aims at jastify- 
ing himself and his three companions, who 
voted to secure a disagreement as to Brady, 
Vaile and the two Dorseys, In doing this he 
has made a violent attack upon the prosecu- 
tion, its methods and agents, everyboay but 
Judge Wylie, and an elaborate de- 
fense of himself and his’ colleagues, 
Brown, Holmead and Martin, in which he 
takes Ligh moral ground and a still more 
elaborate argument against the conviction of 
the defendants. Dickson recognizes the ap- 
parent incdémsistency of convicting two men 
of the least consequence and disagreeimg on 
the others, but he justifies the two convic- 
tions by proving from the evidence that Minor 
and Rerdell were the tools of the ring of con- 
spirators. Dickson says he will to-morrow file 
his statement with the district attorney and 
ask for immediate action on it.

He left for Atlantaasstated under 
care of Mr. Posteli of your city, For want of 
prosecution Hogstedt was released, no one 
being able to identify him as the assailant 
after the departure of Neilson.

A GOOD MAN GONE. 


Colonel James H. Logan, of Griffin, Dies of Parulysis 
at His Home.

GRIFFIN, September 12—A good man is 
gone. This morning at a -quarter past one 
o'clock Colonel James H. Logan, one of -the 
oidestand most- highly respected citizens of 
Griffin, died at his residence from paralysis. 
He had been a long sufferer from this disease, 
and death was to him a most welcome visitor, 
Colonel Logan moved to Griffin in 1846 from 
Athens, Ga. He was Worn in Dahlonega in 
Is24, and was consequently tifty-eight years 
old. He was the founder of several notable 
newspapers, and was a journalist by profession.

Intelligencer, and introduced the 
first steam paper printing press that ever en- 
tered the state. He was the third oldest 
Morse telegrapherin the union, and was an 
honored delegate to the late convention at 
Cincinnati of the “Old Time Telegraphers.”’ 
He has been connected with the Southern ex- 
press cont any for many years,was pc stinaster 
nearly tive years under President Hayes s ap- 
pointment as a democrat, and has always 
been a trusted, bigh-toned public servant. 
Colonel Logan was a man of noble parts: and 
had many friends throughout the state where 
he was widely Known. His heart was ever 
in the right place, and was as tender asa wo- 
man’s.

The accounts from Texas are particularly good, 
and the yield for that important state is expected 
to be the largest on record. 

The state of trade in Manchester, as we have al- 
ready observed, is very bad indeed, and were we to 
look solely to it a fall in prices would appear inev- 
itable. No doubt that opinion prevails widely 
among merchants, and induces them to abstain 
from bouving ull the new e rop produces its effect on 
the raw material. We question, however, whether 
it will produce the expected re sult, When the time 
for active resumption of business Comes the cotton 
roachinery of the world will need to fill up. and 
starting ie season as we do with so great a deti- 
ciency it will be long before large stoc ks appear at 
any of the entrepots, It may well happen that the 
prese nt scale of prices in Manchester will appear 
a moderate one even when measured by the level 
of nextcrop. Certain itis that the existing prices 
of cloth would leave no profiteven upon the low- 
est quotations now current for nexte rop, and it 
may well be that some months hence merchants 
may take a more sanguine view than they do now. 

With regard to the Egyptian question there is not 
ruch daylight since our lastissue. The war has 
developed into a more serious affair than was ex- 
pecied,the large force sent out seems to be all need- 
ed to quell the strong resistance of Arabi. He bas 
evidently organized the resources of the country in 
a& way that was not dreamed of atthe beginning of

A Strange Negro Creates Excitement In the Lower 
Part of the County. 

A singular story of a strange negro’s ex- 
onthe comes up from tlhe Mount Gilead neigh- 
wrhood, in the lower part of the county. 
Mr. Howell B. Parker and Mr. William Bry- 
ant. a const»ble. who were in the city last 
night, armed with a warrant for the negro’s 
arrest and making search for his whereabout, 
give a graphic ace count of the misdeeds of the 
negro. Mr Varker said: 

“About ten days or two weeks ago there 
came to our district a negro man who gave 
his nume as Henry Tate, and who claimed 
that his father lived in Atlanta, 
and was a merchant, He claimed 
to be employed by the United States govern- 
ment as a school commissioner with the pow- 
erand duty to arrest all women who were 
the mothers of illegitimate children and to 
educate the children and send the mothers to 
the chain gang. He was at that time in 
Brownings district. He had previously travy- 
eled over Coweta, Campbell and Fulton, vis- 
iting nearly every neero house, taking down 
the namex of tbe men and frequently using 
insulting language tothe women. I under- 
stand that in Campbell county several days 
ago heattempted to outrage Easter Gay, a 
young negro woman, who threatened to call a 
white man and thus forced him to desist. He 
claimed that he was appointed by Judge 
Wright to investigate the case ot Aleck 
Brown, who was Lung by a mob at*the New- 
nan bridge for outraging Miss Barefield, and 
he also stated that he was organizing a club 
to mob certain families who, it is thought, 
were connected with the iynehing. The ne- 
groes in the gettlement denounce him and his 
story, and are anxious for his arrest. He told 
a different story at almost every place. He 
talked in a very independent way about his 
ability to use a weapon, and carried two 
weapons concealed. .Among the stories that 
he tokl was one to the effect that he 
was raising $1,500 for Nellie Brown, 
the mother of the boy who was 
lynched at Newnan. He claimed 
tobe very wealthy. To-day a warrant was 
sworn. out hefore Justice L. M. Baker, 
Bryant's district, charging him with carry- 
ing concealed weapons, Late to-day we 
heard that yesterday he outraged Tilda Whit 
taker, a coloredl women living near Mr. Po- 
sey Darge, seven and a half miles from the 
city, and that he was taken in charge by two 
negro men who were bringing him to town 
when he escaped by jumping a high fenc 
at Dr. Mitchell's. The colored people are anx- 
ious to catch him. It is supposed that he is 
in Atlanta as he came in the direction of 
Mechanicsville when he made his escape.
